in the course of 1866 many ttaDeactinns 
oouarred bfitwi'on the Bank and the plainiifl 
the latter paying them as much as $5000 
withoat claiming a set-oil. 

In April 1867, 13 months after the money 
bad boon received from the Govornment, the 
plainilQ commcuuod proceedings. 

The examination of Mr D M Lang by 
toomi^iision in Londoa bj-iVli'Cjopat,.barris- 
ter, was then put in by the defence 10 rebut 
the lestimony of plainiiQ and bis witnesses. 
Mr R Greig and Mr W Ward had ptevi- 
ously been eitamirjed at some length, but 
outbing in the former's testimony conflioted 
wiib the other wilneaaes' stnleiDCols ; and the 
only fresh fact elicited from Mr VVard wea 
the practice at the Batik, when a Bum of 
inooey collected wag partly to bo stop- 
ped for payment to a third party, that a 
memorandum lo thai cffeci appeared on the 
ledger at Ihe lop of the pog i, in the deposito 
or'a account. 

The esnrainaiion of Mr Lansr was a very 
lengthy one, and took nearly l^^ hours tu 
read. In the first place Mr Lang staled that 
the particulars of demand by lha plainlifl of 
27th April, 1867, was a fa'se stalemonl. He 
did not recollect receiving the check for i'9000 
Iriira Marvin and all aloiik' d( dined to reoog 
nir.i it He believed never having eeen the 
leilor of Slat Use. 18G4 ; recollected nothing 
of the interview!) of Marvin and Turbell, and 
did not make arraiiacinonU to pay the 
check.

The ord( r at Quesnelle waa a general order, 
and that at Yieioria was a specific one given 
to Mr Lang, and the auibority addressed to 
Mr Birch the 26th Nov., 1864.] Mr Larg 
deporcd lo knowing of an envelope beio;;

■In-' thir'exiract ' "Victoria" says Unit 
the Dotniiiioti would "tako away all the 
present Colotiial revenoes and apjily tliein 
to ♦he Bnp[)ort of the General Govern- 
raent.'" This is a repetitioj of what I 
bayo al ready refuted. Instead of tho 
DH.Ai»lW9«i«fl'»erDi^^^^^ "all our 

Colonial revenuea," I showed in my third 
letter the principal aource.t of its revenue 
in and from this colony in case of our 
a Imissinn. viz : 1, Customs; 2, Eiciso 
3 Postage; 5, Light Dues. In my 
fourth letter, I gave a tabular statement, 
showing the revenues exclusively remain^ 
iiig to tho colony, viz; 1, Road Tolls; 
(propcscd to be obolished) 2, Land 
iieveniie; 3, Min-ng Receipts and Certi- 
fi a'es, 4, Liqnor and Trading Licenses ; 
5, Fines, Forfeitures, Fees of Office and 
Courts; — making the total reserved Col- 
onial -reTeones $l35',O0t^, exclusive of 
?80,000 for Rood ToJIs. Besides those 
sources of revenue, there would be the 
proposed subsidies of 8l35,0o0 to be paid 
over by the Dominion to tlio colony out 
of the Revenue of Customs, &c, collected 
in tho colony. Need I adti more lo con- 
vince an Ititelligent m^blic. of- thO'' per- 
veP:e nature of ''Victoria's" statements ? 
Need I any that instead of all our reven- 
ues [{O'hg '0 the Doiuinioti, only a part 
would go, and that the smallest part ? 

Next he stiys, that the General Got- 
ornracut would "up(»ly all our revenues to 
such uses as that Qovernmont may 
choose, except paying a Licat-Qovertior, 
Judges, and sorao few other officers.''

letter his principal misstatement, linked 
to a unraber of new ones equally or more 
erroneous. I coiifess tliat I had supposed 
he wasJair and honorable; that ho wa.s a 
lunti of somo political sagacity and ability; 
at leati, a ohivalroaa gentleman, who if 
ho differed from anothefln opinion ond 
made a misatatemcnt would instTiitiy 
retract it on its being brouglit under his 
notice — certainly not repeat it again.

Hero is a Bpeeimon extract from "Vic- 
toria's" third letter : — 

"But what is ibis Government of tho 
DominiQR.i?, •uilt.nineans simply this, io 
tafCedib/ii}' all th$ present .Colonial rev 
enues and apply tiieui to tbe scpport of 
the General Government, and to such 
usoB as that Government may choose, 
savo and except that it must pty a Lieu" 
tepunt Governor, Judges, and some f^w 
oiber.p^per^: jt may even be taken to pay 
loa'ns' and Yegio'nB of loans which may bo 
used for works of no interest or beneQt 
to ourselves. , Our loans expire in a lew 
years, those of Canada never. Our debts 
therefore will diminish, our income in- 
cn>a<;o. Again, under Confederation tho 
chief expenses of tho Colony am left to be

attended Cabinet meoliogs and tendered 
advice on matters ooDoeotcd with the 
GrovernmeDt of tbe country, from 
his actions and ^SressiiiiB' loading 
tbe President and bjf adyia^ rB',Ao*..i >e- 
liSve that bo was beartily io favor of 
tbeir policy aa opposed to tbe Oon- 
greaaional plan of reconstructing the 
Soatbern Stales. Tbo Tenure of .Office 
Aoi, passed at the last Beasion of Con- 
grePf", took the power of appointing or 
roico?ing officials eiilirely out of tbe 
bandH Of the President and vested it 
in the Senate. Undpr ibis Aci, Mr 
Stanton laid hiwcaae before the Senat e 
and that body, by a striot party 
vote, decided that ho had boon illegally 
removed and dircolod him to apply to 
Ger^eral Grant for a return of tbe 
portfolio of war.
